MOTION WAS ARGUED MONDAY 


But the Court Took the Matter Under 


Adviseme'it Until Tuesday—Effect 


of the Decision.

Judge George Coyner of Delaware., 


on. Tuesday sustained the motion of 
the defense to change the venue in the 
cases of Ohio against J. F. and Robert 
C. Lingafelter, who were indicted after 
the failure of the 
Newark Savings 


Bank and the Homestead Building As- 
sociation. The court ordered that the 
cases oe certified to the Knox county 
(M* Vernon) Common Pleas court for 
trial, but no time lias as yet been set 
James F. Lingafelter and his son were 
indicted for forgery. The defense ask- 
ed for a change of venue giving five 
reasons as stated in" Monday's -Advo- 
cate. The motion was accompanied by 
affidavits 
o£ several citizens. The 


prosecutor resisted the motion and he 
presented a number of affidavits from 
men in different parts v£ the county 
giving expression,of their belief that 
the defendants could secure a fair and 
impartial trial in Lacking county. The 
court took the matter under advise- 
ment, and annouixced on Tuesday that 
the cases would be tried in Mt. Ver- 
noa. 


When the decison of the court was 


announced Prosecutor Fitzgibbon at 
once telephoned to Prosecutor Still- 
well of Mt. Vernon and usked him if 
the trial of the Lmgafelter cases could 
be set beginning December 12. 
Mr. 


Stillwell informed him that the condi- 
tou. of business -Ras- such that the case 
in his opinion could not be reached 
till the followins month. 


The fact that the cases have been 


removed from Licking county does not 
mean that the prosecution will pass 
oat uf Mr. Fitzgibbon's hands. 
The 


Licking county prosecutor will go to 
Mt. Vernon and conduct the case for 
iho state the same as if the trial took 
place in this county. 


TRIAL IN WINTER.

Used by .an. Unknown Man to Beat Out 


the Brains of a Woman in 


Her Home. 


New York, "Nov. 29.—With her head 


crushed, the body of Mrs. Margaret 
Keeler was found in her aoartment on 
the upper East Side of New York. 
Near by was a 10-inch coupling pin. 
with which she had evidently been 
Murdered. One end of it was covered 
with blood. 


Investigation by the police shows 


Chat the woman was murdered in the 
kitchen, and had made a desperate re- 
sistance. The murderer then dragged 
her body into the bedroom and threw 
It upon the bed. 
Missing from the 


flat was jewelry worth $400 and also 
$200 in cash. The police learned that 
a man had called on Mrs. Keeler sev- 
eral times and had been given some- 
thing to eat. The fact that the table 
was set when the murder was done at 
once seemed to link the visitor of for- 
mer occasions with the crime. A de- 
scription of the man was secured. It 
was from the husband, after his hasty 
return home, that the police learned 
of the robbery, and later set out to 
find the man who had accepted the 
hospitality of Mrs. Keeler. 


FISHING FLEET 


Seized by a Canadian Fisheries Pro- 


tective Cruiser and Fined for 


Illegal Fishing. 


Eastport, Me., Nov. 29.—Ten Ameri- 


can fishing craft, including eight sail- 
ing vessels and two steamboats, have 
been seized i»y the Canadian fisheries 
protective cruiser Curlew and fined for 
illegal fishing in the Canadian waters 
of a tributary of Passamaquoddy bay, 
near St. George, N. B. The fishing 
craft were seized near St. George. 
Three specific charges were preferred 
against the vessels—that they had 
fished on Sunday, that they had ille- 
gally-caught fish in^ their possession, 
and that they had seined illegally in 
Canadian waters. It is understood 
that the fines will be paid and that the- 
entire matter will be disposed of with- 
out involving any international ques- 
tion.

William M. Paxton of Princeton uni- 
versity and seminary died at his home 
after a two weeks' illness. Dr. Pax- 
ton was in his eighty-first year and 
his death was the result of a paralytic 
stroke, 
caused by overexcitement. 


With his family he attended the Yale 
Princeton football game on Nov. 12 
and manifested great interest in the 
contest. When he returned the doc- 
tors were summoned at once and it 
was found that 'he was suffering a 
Stroke of paralysis.

Denver, Col.. Nov. 29.—(Bulletin)— 


"Peabody has not "withdrawn." is the 
word given out today at the Govern- 
or's office and Republican headquar- 
ters. It is also said that fhe Govern- 
or does not admit defeat 111 the state 
colitieal contest. 


Denver, Colo., Nov. 29.— Governor- 


elect Alva Adams came to Denver 
from his home in Pueblo, and will re- 
main until after the banquet to be 
given in his honor Tuesday night. He 
does not take the threat of the Repub- 
licans to prevent his accession to the 
governorship seriously, and he has 
rented a house here for the two years 
of his term. Mr. Adams expressed the 
opinion that Governor Peabody, after 
an investigation of the election re- 
turns, would reach the conclusion that 
he was not the people's choice for gov- 
ernor and would gracefully retire. 


It is announced that Governor Pea- 


body will appoint the two additional . 
justices of the supreme court, irre-1 
spective of whether&he holds office the I 
next term or"not. under the constitu' j 
tional amendment adopted at the re- 
cent election the court of appeals and 
supreme court consolidate on April 5 
next, and two of the seven judges pro- 
vided for are to be named by the gov- 
ernor. The legislature will meet one 
week before the next term of governor 
begins. During that time, or prior, ths 
state canvassing board will declare 
the amendment 
adopted. Governor 


Peabody will make the appointments, 
and the senate, if Republican, will con- 
firm them. Should the Democrats con- 
trol the senate, Governor Peabody's 
appointments will be rejected, and 
Governor Adams will appoint the two 
judges. The canvass of the votes in 
Denver and Pueblo counties has not 
yet been completed, but from the un- 
official returns it appears that the 
Democrats "rill control the senate by 
a majority cf two or three. 


Mrs. Ross. Snyder was arrested on

agreement was made the facts may 
ccme out in the event of the Smoot 
case being pressed to the rnd and as 
vigorously as promised. 


Long before Napoleon's day Russia

peace of Europe. It was in the hope 
of humbling her and earning the grati- 
tude of nations that the Corsican 
launched forth in the campaign of 1S12. 
The Muscovite ambition in the far 
east has long drawn the full resources 
of the nation in that direction, but 
should Russia be permanently checked 
there and thrown back upon Siberia it 
is scarcely believable that she will 
fold her hands for good. It would be 
but natural that she would reconstruct 
her military and then look for new- 
conquests, possibly on the borders of 
Europe.

Woman's Persistent Progress. 


While the predictions loudly voiced 


In a bygone generation as. to woman's 
destiny in this republic have not been 
realized, a long step has been made in 
that direction, and that, too, in a man- 
ner perhaps 
unappreciated 
by the 


mass, whether frieuds or opponents of 
the "new woman" movement. 
The 


"Woman's I'rebs club of New York hus 
issued a memorial volume iu honor of 
its founder, Jane Cuuuiugham C'roly, 
Who was also the founder of Sorosib. 
Sorosis was the pioneer woman's club. 
It was a radical step and yet a conserv- 
ative one in comparison with some fea- 
tures of the "woman's rights" pro- 
gramme at the time of its inception. 
The point is that woman, being de- 
nied, for whatever reasou, from affilia- 
tion with men iu the social sphere, 
launched her bark on independent wa- 
ters, virtually saying to the opposite 
sex, "If we cannot 'crowd' with you 
we will 'crowd' by ourselves." The one 
woman's club of America was the 
gram of mustard seed that has devel- 
oped into clubs without number now 
representing a. membership of about 
800,000. But it is not alone the organ- 
ized club membership that indicates 
the extent of the movement. Tbe in- 
fluence is apparent in every Held where 
woman is a participant. In church as- 
sociations, iu labor unions, in literary 
societies, women share the duties aud 
privileges with the men and are there 
a distinct force, giving play to the 
characteristics of the sex. 
Judging 


from the advance made since Mrs. 
Croly's beginning, it seems probable, 
if not inevitable, tliat woman will ar- 
rive at a position of equal influence 
with men in all civic affairs, and that 
•without a direct claim for the ballot 
Man has virtually declared woman a 
being radically different in intellectual 
and moral makeup from himself, and, 
while not inclined to admit it, woman 
has gone ahead in the isolation assigu- 
ed and by concentration and organiza- 
tion constituted a separate and indi- 
vidual force in the community. 
Her 


voice is heard even where she has not 
the ballot and her special needs will 
demand and receive room for expres- 
sion. 
Woman's clubs, woman's col- 


leges and literature addressed to wom- 
an tend to emphasize the distinction of 
sex. Yet in the highest sense civiliza- 
tion must cease to admit that the dis- 
tinction forms a bar to privileges or an 
exemption from duties. Thus as a pre- 
rogative incidental to universal devel- 
opment universal suffrage may become 
a necessity of the future. Woman will 
preach from the feminine viewpoint 
and practice according to the feminine 
nature. 
At the ballot box the two 


forces, feminine and masculine, might 
be 'fused into one and make for the 
common welfare. 


Mexico's Financial Status. 


Our neighbor on the south hus just 


floated a large loan in spite of the fact 
that Diaz, who has long been looked 
upon as the bulwark of Mexico's insti- 
tutions, is an old man aud must soon 
pass away. 
Under his sway Mexico 


has not only not declined nor been 
merely regenerated for the time being, 
but permanently developed and im- 
proved. For one thing, Diaz has called 
about him men who can take the helm 
in the crisis of his death. The Mexi- 
can minister of finance, Limantour, 
and also the vice president of the re- 
public, Corral, are^ both of the Diaz 
school, devoted to internal improve- 
ments and the creation of industries. 
The wisdom of inviting outside capital 
and giving concessions to developers of 
the national resources has been proved 
in Mexico, where the people them- 
selves, as is the rule with South Ameri- 
can republics, have devoted their at- 
tention chiefly to politics, theoretical 
problems and the pursuit of an easy 
existence. 
Diaz has made a great be- 


ginning, and, although he can never 
see the work completed, his country 
is upon a solid foundation, and her 
natural advantages are being rapidly 
and at the same time normally, there- 
fore safely, developed. 


In so far as Russia is concerned The 


Hague peace convention was a brilliant 
stroke on the part of Czar Nicholas 
As the Chinese say, it provided Russia 
with a chance to "save face." She has 
professed all along that the war with 
Japan was thrust upon her and that 
she went all reasonable lengths to pre- 
serve the peace. Of course she is nol 
ready to take up a quarrel with John 
Bull, but it would be awkward to have 
to admit that little Jap has brought 
to dire straits in the course of ten 
months a power that once humbled the 
great Napoleon and for more than two 
years withstood Napoleon III. and his 
English ally in the Crimea. The Hague 
is a way out of an awkward dilemma 
The czar is for peace—peace when war 
would spell ruin for him. And to give 
him the benefit of a doubt he is stand 
ing firmly upon the noble profession 
he made in 1898. when moving that ar- 
bitration take the place of gunpowder. 


Yakutsk, the commercial emporium 


of eastern Siberia, is said to be the 
coldest city in the world. It is located 
in the midst of a bare desert over 
l.oOO.OOO square miles in extent, where 
the soil never thaws to admit of culti- 
vation. The city consists of about 400 
European structures and huts of hide 
occupied by nomads in winter. Com- 
munication is by caravans. 


A POLITICAL BOOMERANG. 


How It Uleoled John Johnson Gov- 


ernor of Minnesota. 


The state of Minnesota in the recent 


election was carried 
by 
President 


Roose\elt by a majority of 125,000, 
while at the same time by a majority 
of 10.000 a Democrat, John A. John- 
Bon, was chosen governor. This re- 
markable result was brought about 
largely by exceptional incidents that 
occurred during the campaign. 
Mr. 


Johnson is a newspaper editor and 
was born in St. Peter, Nicollet county, 
in 1802. His parents were Swedish im- 
migrants, and this fact was partly re- 
sponsible for his nomination for gov- 
ernor. The Democrats had no expecta- 
tion of the election of their nominee at 
tin* hPifimniisr of the p«mr>aiirn. 


It chanced that friction occurred in 


the Republican ranks over the nomina- 
tion for governor of Robert C. Dunn. 
Toward the close of the campaign, 
when the tide seemed to be running 
against the Republican state ticket, cir- 
culars were put out charging that 
Johnson was the son of a pauper and 
that his mother was a washerwoman. 
The intention seemed to be to charge 
that Johnson had allowed his father to 
go to the poorhouse when he might 
have supported him. It was brought 
out in the investigation instituted by

the press that the father was intem- 
perate nnd drifted away from his wife 
and family, leaving them with no sup- 
port; that at a tender age young John- 
son left school and went to work in 
order to aid his mother, and that at 
fourteen he was the chief support of 
the family. 


Mrs. Johnson did take in washing for 


a time, but not after her son had won 
prosperity. In spite of his handicaps 
the young man managed to acquire 
£ome education. He worked in a gro- 
cery, then in railway construction and 
then in the drug business, which he 
followed until twenty-four years of 
age, when he bought a half Interest in 
the St. Peter Herald, which he has 
since edited. He rose in the esteem 
of the community and was sent to the 
state senate, where he made an hon- 
orable record. 


The story of Johnson's struggles nnd 


success convinced the people of Minne- 
sota that he was a man of the right 
caliber for governor.

signed the office of United States pen- 
sion commissioner, is a poet. His pen 
name of Ironquill is perhaps famil- 
iar to many who never heard of him as 
head of the pension bureau.

leave him much time to commune with 
the muses, and in consequence of this 
he determined on surrendering tbe 
post. 
He was not appointed on the 


strength of his reputation as a poet.

lature and was a veteran of the civil 
war. 
President Roosevelt thought he 


had the making of a good pension 
agent and offered him that in Kansas. 
Mr. Ware refused it. The idea of a 
good office being declined was so re- 
freshing to the president that he of- 
fered Ware the pent>ion commissioner- 
ship. 


"Mr. President. I do not want the 


office.'' said Ware. 


"Yes." Mr. Hooscvelt is said to have 


replied, "and the longer you have it 
the less you will want it." Thus the 
Kansas poet was drafted into service, 
no to speak. His ipsignation takes ef- 
fect Jan. 1. Mr. Ware is sixty-three 
years of age and was born in Hart- 
ford, Conn. His volume of verses, en- 
titled "Rhymes of Ironquiil.'1 has gone 
through ten editions. He says that two 
years in the pension office are equiva- 
lent to four years iu purgatory.

It is with good reason that General 


Anatole Stoessel, the heroic defender

Save the fat in a covered dish until 


you have six pounds, then put it in a 
large pan with about two quarts of 
water. Let this simmer on the stove 
until it is all melted, .stir it well and 
let it get cold. The grease will be

cleared and will harden into a cake 
which can be removed. After cleaning 
the pan melt the grease again, adding 
a can of lye dissolved in a quart of 
cold water. Take the melted fat and 
mix into it the lye, then add two ta- 
blespoonfuls of ammonia. This must 
be stirred for fifteen or twenty min- 
utes uatil it hardens. When perfectly 
hard it can be cut into cakes. This 
soap is pure and will float.
